EW YORK, Nov. 5.—Elections 
were held yesterday in forty-two 
States, and up to an early hour 
this morning the returns indicated that 
the control of the national Congress 
remains with the Republican party. 
While official returns may make the 
working majority of the Republican 
party in the House a close one, there 
is no doubt that it will be sufficient for 
all party purposes. From a national 
standpoint, the control of the lower 
branch of Congress was the real con- 
test. 
Many of the States elected Legisia- 
tures, which will choose United States 
Senators, but the results of these elec- 
tions have in, no way imperiled the Re- 
publican majority in the upper body. 
In those States which elected Govern- 
ors, there was no State in which the 
party in power was not continued in 
that position. In some of the States, 
however, there was a decided change 
from the vote cast two years ago. | 
In the East, the main interest cen- 
tered in the two great States of New 
York and Pennsylvania, in the latter,

Report of the Governor 
Shows Progress. —

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMER; 
PHOENIX (Arts.) Nov. 1.—The an- 
nual report of Gov. Alexander 0. 
Brodie of Arizona to the Secretary of 
the Interior has just been made pub- 
lic. The report is somewhat more di- 
gested than has been the case with re- 
ports of later years, and has been 
briefed in all respects to as great an 
extent as possible, particular attention 
being paid to all data that will show 
the condition and industrial progress 
of the Territory. The population of the 
Territory is estimated at about 140,000, 
of which 28,469 are Indians. There are 
sixteen incorporated cities, four of 
which, Phoenix, Tucson, Prescott and 
Jerome, have over 2000 population. 
Especial attention is paid to taxa- 
tion and taxabie property. The total 


Official assessment of the Territory 
amounts to $39,083,177. The tax rate is 
generally excessive:y high, due to 


many causes, but mainly the inade- 
‘quate method of listing and assessing 
property, which throws the greater 
portion of the burden upon the small 
holder and does not provide returns 
from the larger and more extensive 
holders, to the injustice of allowing the 
great wealth-producing mining indus- 
tries to escape on a comparatively small 
assessment, 
making accurate lists of the range cat- 
tle and horses for assessment. 
proper and just listing of all the prop- 
erty in the Territory of Arizona will 
result in lowering the tax rate, the se- 
curing of the necessary funds for the 
proper maintenance of the Territorial 
government without unjust burdens 
upon any, and give added encourage- 
ment to the investment of capital. A 
just and equitable listing and taxation 
of all large producing and valuable 
mines would work no hardship, as all 
then would bear their share in secur- 
ing revenue to the Territory, in which 
their work progresses and in which 
they gain their large returns in cash 
income. - 
The assessments by counties are: 
Apache, $870,747; Cochise, $4,050,848; Co- 
conino, $4,456,475: Gila, $1,598,090: Gra- 
ham, $3,388, Maricopa, $9,638,450;

The valuation placed on railroad 


property aggregates $4,998,434 on 1052 
miles. The Pullman Company is as- 
sessed at $55,068. There are 462 miles 
of railways exempt from taxation for 
periods of years. The net gain of tax- 
able property during the year has been 
346. The main item of taxation its 
town improvements, which exceeds 
$5,000,000. The 1641 patented mines are 
assessed only at $1,867,825, and their 
improvements at $1,749,237. The aver- 
age valuation of cultivated and uncul- 
tivated land listed is $7.22. Raflroad 
land grants are at an ave 
of 90 cents an acre: broad-gauge rali- 
roads are at $4824 per mile, and 
narrow-gauge at $3583. The tax levy 
for Territorial purposes is $1.137 on 
each $100 of valuation, the amount be-

The net indebtedness of the Terri- 
tory is $1,065,461.90. At the date of the 
renort the Territory had on hand 8111.

TRRIGATION. 

Concerning irrigation the Governor 
states that in Arizona the terms irri- 
gation and agriculture should be indis- 
solubly linked together, as all success 
in agriculture depends on trrigation 
enterprise carried to a successful con- 
clusion. Arizona contains within its 
borders 10.000 % acres of land sus- 
ceptible to irrigation, of which 1,000,900 
acres have been utilized for farms and 
homes, and for the reclamation of 
which the available water supply. the 
natural flow of 
applied to its fullest extent. in v 
— an endeavor has been made 
to reclaim too much land for the nat- 
ural surface flow. which, notably with 
the drought of the last few years, has 
brought about a new condition of af- 
faire in the agricultural interesta of 
the Territory, giving rise to the ques- 
tion of how to best secure an added 
water supply. which will not only fur- 
nish the required amount to properly 
irrigate those lands already reclaimed, 
but which will. in addition. allow the 
reclamation of thousands of acres now 
lying dormant. 

This new condition will be met in the 
future by the enforcement of the law 
paseed at the last session of Congress 
and approved by the President of the 
United States. commonly known as the 
Itansbrough-Newlands act. This law 
will ultimately be of the greatest ben- 
efit to the arid west. as by its Appli- 
cation new homes will be established 
for citizens of the United States by 
the reclamation of the major portion 
of that arid region now valueless as a 
source of revenve or as an abiding 
place for the surplus population. At no 
time in the history of the country has 
sm bereficial a law to the arid West 
been placed upon the statute books. and 
as the years go by its benefits will be 
appreciated to a greater extent. Ari- 
zona lave claim to a just and generous 
proportionate share of the benefits to 
afcrue from the application of the act, 
for the reason that nowhere in the 
United States can be found a more pro- 
ductive soil or so large areas that can 
he made ready for irrigation with 89 
small an expenditure, and a climate ®o 
mild as to allow the successful culti- 
vation of al! semi-tropical plants. 
which, in conjunction with the fertility 
af the soil. produces so large a return 
per acre per vear. ~ 

Tt ts but just that 
ask that the new svstem be inaugu- 
rated within her borders: that the 
most valuable site be selected for the 
initial movement: that when a alte be 
selected it be considered in its bearing 
upon a greater and further system of 
reservoirs upon this stream, of suf- 
ficient capacity to control al! flood 
waters and thus secure the reclama- 
tion of all the arid land possible. On 
the smaller, as well as the larger. 
streams, similar systems can be estab- 
lished, so that eventually, by the opera- 
tion of this law alone the greater part 
of the available land of the Territory 
will be Included in the irrigated area. 
It is well that the general government 
should retain contro! of the reservoir 
sites and improvements until such time

das. under proper restrictions, the title 


and the impossibility of! 
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shall paes to those owning the lands 
irrigated, and through its agents, see 
to the equitable distribution of thr 
stored waters, to the end that greater 
good shall come to the greater num- 
ber. Irrigation has been carried on in 
Arizona since prehistoric times, as is 
attested by the ruins of ancient canals 
and villages once peopled by possibly 
a million souls of a prehistoric race, 
who depended for their sustenance to 
u great extent upon agriculture: and 
there is no reason why, in the future, 
under a proper system of reservoirs, 
there should not be again even greater 
in numbers, a prosperous and contented 
people benefited and enriched by the 
products of the soil. Government ald 
to irrigation enterprises is not entirely 
untried, as is witnessed by the system 
established in India under government 
control, and that great system lately 
established in the Valley of the Nile 
in Egypt. which is about to be com- 
pleted. Equal, if not greater, success 
will attain should water storage be an 
accomplished fact in Arizona. To the 
conservation of the flood waters the 
agricultural interests of the Territory 
must look for their salvation. 
YEAR OF RAILROADS. 

Railway bullding during the past 
year has been more active generally 
than in any other year in the history 
of the Territory. The El Paso and 
Southwestern Railway has been built 
from El Paso to Bisbee and rough 
trains are now running to Bisbee over 
this line. Freight and passenger rates 
have been inaterialiy lowered, owing 
to competing lines entering southeaat- 
ern Arizona. The Tombstone branch 
of the El Paso and Southwestern Rail- 
way is now being constructed, running 
from Fairbank to Tombstone. This 
road will be extended to College Peak, 
where connection will be made with 
the main line. Extensive improvements 
have also been made on the Santa Fe, 
Prescott and Phoenix Rallway. Refer- 
ence is also made to the Phoenix and 
Kastern Railway, on which construc- 
tion work has just been begun and 
which is to connect Proenix with Ben- 
son, on the Southern Pacific, a distance 
of 180 miles, a road which will give an 
additional eastern outlet to the mining 
and agricultural products of the .Terri- 
tory. 

Reference is made to the fact that 
in the northern part of Arizona 
lie the largest pine forests in the 
United States, covéring an almost un- 
broken area of 10,000 square miles. Re- 
serves of the forests have been made 
by the government, thus providing for 
the greatest possible protection against 
fires and the cutting of trees without 
the consent and according to rules laid 
down by the general government. 

MINING. 

Guiding and directing the destiny of 
the various industries, mining, in Arie« 
zona, has always occupied the vanguard 
of civilization. ogress and wealth in 
all commercial lines, education, society, 
and the advancement of the cities and 
towns, all receive their impetus of 
growth because of the development of 
rich mining districts, which make it 
possible for other industries to thrive. 
But few counties in Arizona present 
exceptions to this fact, and yet if the 
history of the settlement of the coun- 
try is closely studied, it will be found 
that searcely a community in Arizona 
has not = up more or less directly 
through the influence of the mining 
development; therefore, it must be con- 
ceded that mining stands first and fore- 
most in planting the outposts of civili- 
zation in neu districts, and in uninhab- 
ited mountains, and adding each year 
to the taxable wealth of the Territory 
and to individual prosperity. There is 
scarcely a mountain range in Arigona 
of any importance that is not highly 
mineralized. Mining camps are now 
found from one end of the Territory to 
the other, and new districts are being 
developed and mines opened up with 
astonishing rapidity. 80 great is this 
development in Arizona at the present 
time that one soon track of the 
growth unless constant attention 
applied. Where there was a pec- 
tors’ camp a year ago, today there ex- 
ists a rous production camp, 
with extensive equipment and u- 
lated by mining operators and miners.
